ROME, Jan. 4. 
RESIDENT WILSON was 
P the guest of honor at an of- 
ficial dinner given at the 
Quirinhal last night. There were 
two addresses, by King Victor 
Emanuel and by Mr. Wilson. 
The King said: 

“You, yourseif, Mr. President, 
are become our welcome and 
pleasing guest only today, but 
in the consciousness of our people 
your personality already for a 
long time has inscribed itself in 
an ineffacable way. It is that 
which in itself gathers all the 
powers which go to stimulate a 
will bent on liberty and justice 
and gives inspiration toward the 
highest conception of the desti- 
nies of humanity. 

“The enthusiastic salutations 
which have accompanied your 
passage through the streets of 
Rome today are attestations of 
sentiments of admiration and 
recognition that your own name 
and labor and the name and 
labor of the United States stir in 
the Italian people. The principles 
in which you in magnificent syn- 
thesis have summed up the ideal 
reasons of the war for liberty 
find resonance in lUtalian hearts. 

Traditions of Culture. 

‘The best traditions of Italian 
culture, the liveliest currents of 
our national thoughts, have con- 
stantly aimed at the same ideal 
goal, toward the establishment 
of the international peace for 
which you have with tenacious 
faith stood. Already before the 
vicissitudes of war and the fra- 
ternity of armies had establ- 
lished today’s admirable com- 
munion of intentions and pur- 
poses between our two countries, 
legions of our workers had emi- 
grated to your great republic. 
They had knitted America and 
Italy together with strong cords 
of relationship and these became 
reinforced by the spiritual affin- 
ity between both peoples who 
had a common faith in the vir- 
tue of free political government. 

“When Italy entered into the 
war, a breath, a precursor of the 
American soul, penetrated into 
the rank and file of our army 
through the means of our work- 
ers who returned to the father- 
land from America and brought 
into Italy an echo of their sec- 
ond patria. So, corresponding- 
ly, the Italian soul vibrated in 
the hearts of our emigrants en- 
‘rolled under your banners when 
the American nation under your 
guidance threw itself into the 
fight against the common en- 
emy. 

“It was natural that your 
visit, awaited with a most earn-

the civilized nations, for the

Italy and America. 

Italy and America entered 
together into the war through a 
rare act of will; they were 
moved by the purpose to concur 
with all their energies in an ef- 
fort to prevent the domination 
of the cult of force in the world; 
they were moved by the purpose 
to reaffirm in the scale of hu- 
man values the principles of lib- 
erty and justice. They entered 
into war to conquer the powers 
of war. Their accomplishment 
is still unfinished and the com- 
mon work must still be devel- 
oped with firm faith and with 
tenacious constancy for the pur-., 
pose of affecting the security 
of peace. 

I lift up my glass, Mr. Pres- 
ident, in your honor and in the 
honor of Mrs. Wilson, whose 
gentle presence adds charm to 
your visit; I drink to the pros- 
perity and to the continued and 
increasing prestige of the great 
American nation. 


President’s Reply. 

In reply, President Wilson 
spoke as follows: 

“Your majesty: I have been 
very much touched by the gen- 
erous terms of the address you 
have just read. I feel it would 
be difficult for me to make a 
worthy reply and yet if I could 
speak simply the things that are 
in my heart I am sure they 
could constitute an adequate ree 
ply. 

“T had occasion at the Parlla- 
ment this afternoon to speak of 
the strong sympathy that had 
sprung up between the United 
States and Italy during the ter- 
rible years of the war, but per- 
haps here I can speak more in- 
timately and say how sincerely 
the people of the United States 
had admired your own course 
and your own constant associa- 
tion with the armies of Italy, and 
the gracious and generous and 
serving association of her maj- 
esty, the Queen. 

‘It has been a matter of pride 
with us that so many Italians, so 
many men of Italian origin were 
in our own armies and associated 
with their brethren in Italy it- 
self in the great enterprise of 
freedom. These are no small 
matters and they complete that 
process of the welding together 
of the sympathies of nations 
which has been going on so long 
between our peoples. 

“The Italians in the United 


lieve, are the only people of a 
given nationality who have. been 
careful to organize themselves to 
see that their compatriots com- 
ing to America were from month 
to month and year to year guid- 
ed to places in industries most 
suitable to their previous habits. 
No other nationality has taken 
such pains as that, and in serv- 
ing their fellow countrymen they 
have served the United States, 
because these people have found 
places where they would be most 
usful and would most immedi- 
ately earn their own living and 
add to the prosperity of the 
country itself. 

“In every way we have been 
happy in our association at home 
and abroad with the people of 
this great State. I was saying

And I am going 
to take this first opportunity to 
say how entirely the heart of 
the American people has been 
with the great people of Italy. 

“We have seemed no doubdt 
indifferent at times, to look from 
a great distance, but our hearts 
have never been far away. All 
sorts of ties have long bound the 
people of our America to the 
people of Italy, and when the 


people of the United States, 
knowing this people, have wit- 
nessed its sufferings, its sacri- 


fices, its heroic actions upon the 
battlefield and its heroic endur- 
ance at home, its steadfast en- 
durance at-home touching us 
more nearly to the quick even 
than its heroic action on the , 
battlefield, we have heen bound 
by a new tie of profound admir- 
ation. 

“Then back of it all, and 
through it all, running like the 
golden thread that wove it to- 
gether, was our knowledge that 
the people of Italy had gone into 
this war for the same exalted ‘( 
principle of right and justice 
that moved our own hearts. And 
so I welcome this opportunity 
of conveying to you the heartfelt 
greetings of the people of the 
' United States. 

“But we cannot stand in the

disinterestedness of object which 
the world has never witnessed 
before in the councils of nations. 

“It is for that reason that it 
seems to me you will forgive me 
if I lay some of the elements of 
the new situation before you for 
a moment. The distinguishing 
fact of this war is that great 
empires have gone to pieces; 
and the characteristics of those 
empires are that they held dif- 
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ferent people reluctantly togeth- 
er under the coercion of force 
and the guidance of intrigue. 

“The great difficulty among 
such states as those of the 
Balkans has been that they 
were always accessible to secret 
influences; and they were al- 
ways being penetrated by in- 
trigue of some sort or another;

“There is only one thing that 
holds nations together, if you ex- 
clude force, and that is friend- 
ship and good will. The only 
thing that binds men together is 
friendship, and by the same 
token the only thing that binds 
nations together is’ friendship. 
Therefore, our task at Paris is 
to organize the friendship of the 
world—to see to it that all the 
moral forces that make for right 
and justice and liberty are unit- 
ed and are given a vital organi- 
zation to which the peoples of 
the world will readily and gladly 
respond. 

“In other words, our task is 
no less colossal than this: To set 
up .a new international psychol- 
ogy, to have a new, real atmos- 
phere. I am happy to say that 
in my dealings with the distin- 
guished gentlemen who lead 
your nation und those who lead 
France and England, I feel that 
atmosphere gathering, that: de- 
sire to do justiee, that desire to 
establish friendliness, that desire 
to make peace rest upon right, 
and with this common purpose

today. With him he discussed briefly | 
the crisis in Russia, declaring that 
America is admired by Russians, 
who would welcome American 
troops in the battle against Bolshev- 
ism. 

The dramatic background of the 
interview made it unusual. A sinister 
atmosphere dominates Chita. Cos- 
sack guards are stationed about pub- 
lic buildings and move ceaselessly 
through the streets. Apprehension 
on the part of the people is shown 
by the boarded-up windows of many | 
shops. . 

Gen. Semenoff's house is situated 
in the outskirts of the town. Armed 
Cossacks stand guard before it, and 
the correspondent was rigidly exam- 
ined before being admitted to the 
General's presence. 

General Has Artistic Tastes. | 

Gen. Semenoff'’s room showed ev!i- | 
dence of the artistic tastes of its oc- | 
cupant. The General waved a cour- | 
teous welcome with his left hand, ex- 
plaining that his right hand and leg 
had been injured by the bomb explo- 
sion. A surgeon had just removed 
fragments of the bomb from the in- 
jured leg. He said he expected to 
recover speedily, : 

Gen. Semenoff's handsome, ruddy 
countenance, . his pleasant brown 
eyes, carefully trimmed mustache 
and dark curly hair, as well as his 
distinguished manner, give one the 
impression of a romantic modern 
Rob Roy. 

Referring to America, Gen. Semen- 
off was insistent in his declaration 
that American troops would be wel- 
comed by Russians. 

“The ianding of foreign troops on 
Russian soil is naturally distasteful,” 
he said, “but it is necessary now to 
overthrow the Bolshevists.”’ 

Asked if his differences with Ad- 
miral Kolchak had been adjusted, he 
replied in the negative. 

“Admiral Kolchak sent troops to 
Irkutsk,”’ he said, “so I cannot say 
we are friends, but my Cossacks will 
always work for the best‘interests of 
Russia.” 

He concluded his talk with a re- 
quest that his greetings and an ex- 
pression of his admiration and re- 
spect for the American people be sent 
to them. He especially spoke of his 
gratitude for the unselfish interest 
in Russia's welfare which has been 
shown by America. 

British troops have been paraded 
through the streets and the belief 
that American forces are coming 
seems general. A strong force of 
Japanese is encamped in the suburbs 
and is apparently sufficient to con- | 
trol the situation.

OUR OWN PEACE REVIEW. 


T is not easy to say just what the 

peace situation is at this time. As 
Mr. Antwine says, there was a terrific 
clatter of spilled beans the other day 
when Clemenceau came out for the old 
balance of power idea. Fortunately, 
though, Col. House had every bean 
back in the pan almost before anybody 
heard anything drop, and we are as- 
sured that nothing is to come of it at 
Versailles. Socrates says the proba- 
ble explanation of it is that the 
French are not sure they shall ever 
have the Germans down again with so 
many heavyweights on top of them, 
and are therefore a little slower t9 
grasp the opportunity for a brand-new 
kjnd of peace than most of usare. All 
of our two-story thinkers agree that 
whatever chance there is of lasting 
peace depends upon those participants 
in the conference who have never been 
whipped by the Germans and there- 
fore had to submit to the kind of peace 
the Germans have always made with 
those they have conquered. Everybody 
admits that it is in a way mighty tough 
luck that a new kind of peace should 
have been introduced from a quarter 
such as the United States at a time 
when it just happened that everybody 
for the first time in more than a hun- 
dred years had Germany down.

That is, he said it became in 
time a sort of battle royal in which 
almost everybody was hitting at the 
person at whom everybody most want- 
ed to take a punch, which was a rath- 
er happy coincidence. It might quite 
easily have happened that Germany, 
as was the case when we all went into 
China, might not have been the com- 
mon foe, in which event it could not 
possibly have mattered so much how 
the war turned out. a ak was 
something new in wor society—a 
boor whom almost nobody dared to of- 
fend. There was almost no quarter of 
the globe in which her boorishness had 
not aroused resentment and her army 
and navy had not inspired fear. Even 
people who traded with the Germans 
feared and disliked them, and when 
the fight started there was a tremen- 
dous sigh of satisfaction everywhere 
to learn that Geygmany had started it. 
It was precisely the country that 
everybody wanted to see start it, be- 
cause it was very well guessed around 
the world that there would be such a 
piling, on of sacks against her as had 
neve? shaken this troubled globe. 


In all of which, of course, Mr. Ant- 
wine was eminently gound. We there- 
fore must not expect the sort of peace 
Mr. Wilson wants without considera- 
ble demurring upon the part of those 
to whom the downfall of Germany 
means so much more than it possibly 
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can mean to us.
